ITS EFFECT ON HEALTH, MONEY AND MORALE

We are at war. Alcohol and war 
do not mix any better than alcohol 
and gasoline. Perhaps a mere voter 
and a modest taxpayer should.not 
be expected to bother his head 
about the conduct ‘of the war,, but 
the fundamental strategy seems to 
be for us to drink our way to vic- 
tory. Is this to be any more suc- 
cessful than the strategy the Wash- 
ington officials outlined for us in 
1932 when we were supposed to 
drink our way to sobriety? Well, 
not so far, anyway. One naturally 
wonders whether seventy - seven 
days of prohibition at Pearl Harbor 
before December 7, instead of sev- 
enty-seven days afterward, might 
have saved us from the worst nav- 
al defeat this country has suffered 
in its one hundred and sixty-six 
years of history, and whether we 
might have been saved also the 
Sorrow and loss caused by the 
deaths of nearly 3,000 who were 
killed there. 

The experiment continued. Ac- 
cording to press dispatches, during 
the seventy-seven days of prohi- 
bition in Oahu, there 268 arrests, 
an average of 3.3 daily. When pro- 
hibition Was discontinued by mili- 
tary order, the first day there were 
17 men and 5 women convict- 
ed of drunkenness, and during the 
next thirty days the average num- 
ber of arrests was over twenty- 
one—more than six times the av- 
erage during the seventy-seven 
days of prohibition. Barrooms, tav- 
erns, beerhalls, and cocktail loung- 
es are not fitting schools for sol- 
diers who have a world war on 
their hands, and Army Officials 


who think otherwise should reas-®@ 
sign the. thin -*to competent 
heads. Van Loon told/us that Sing 
apore maintains a set of barrooms 
the splendor of which is famous all 
over the Orient.” How much this 
had to do with the collapse of the 
Gibraltar of the East has not yet 
been evaluated. 

The American Business Men’s 
Research Foundation not long ago 
issued a statement in which were 
these words, “beverage alcohol has 
played an amazing part in under- 
mining and ultimately bringing 
about the defeat of practically ev- 
ery nation that has lost the crucial 
decision on the field of battle or in 
conflict with other people. Liquor 
has defeated more men, more ar- 
mies, more nations than any other 
cause.” In 1925, the famous French 
editor, Payot, wrote, ‘“‘Alcoholism, 
under the indifferent eye of the au- 
thorities, is, indeed, destroying the 
nation.” As recently as the French 
debacle, the verdict of the govern- 
ment was, ‘‘Aleeho!l was -the ehief 
cause of the French armies’ col- 
lapse, and the worsf of France’s 
four greatest problems.” General 
Petain, with tears in his voice if 
not in his eyes, said, “Our soldiers 
were drunk and could not fight. 
Since the victory of the World War 
the spirit of pleasure, or riotous 
living and drinking has prevailed 
over the spirit of sacrifice.” France 
was at that time consuming on an 
average of two and a half quarts 
of alcoholic beverage a week per 
person, the largest amount of any 
nation in the world. That is the

“God hath Given.” You can’t buy, 
earn or work for Salvati It is a 
free gift and must be accepted as 
such or not at all. “The gift of God 
is Eternal Life’ (Rom. 6:23). “I 
give unto them Eternal Life’ (Jn. 
10:28). How clear and unmistak- 
able is the Word of God! How em- 
phatic! Eternal Life—a gift! And, 
therefore, being a gift it can nev 
er be obtained by works of human 
merit. “God hath given to us Eter- 
nal Life, and this Life is IN His 
Son’; therefore, “he that hath the 
Son (Jesus Christ) hath Life, and 
he that hath not the Son of God 
hath not Life’ (I John 5:11-12). 


Eternal Life depends upon your 
relation to Jesus Christ; it is union 
“This Life is IN His 
Son.” God has embodied Eternal 
Life in His Son. Hence, Christ must 
enter your heart if Eternal Life is 
to be yours. He Himself is Life (I 
John 1:2). Christianity is a Per- 
son—Christ. If you lack Christ you 
have nothing; if you have Christ 
you lack nothing. “He that hath 
the Son hath Life, and he that 
hath not the Son of God hath not 
Life.”” Hence the admonition, “Ye 
will not come to Me, that ye might 
have Life’ (John 5:40).

The day after the election in 

1932, the Brewery News said, “Not 
one-tenth of one per cent of the 
youth of America know the taste 
of real beer — we must educate 
them.” The Brewers’ Digest for 
May, 1941, enthused in the follow- 
ing words: 
“One of the finest things that 
could have happened to the brew- . 
ery industry was the insistence 
by high ranking officers to make 
beer available at army camps. 
“The opportunity presented to 
the brewing industry by this 
measure is so obvious that it is 
superfiuous to go into detail. 
“Here is the chance for brew- 
ers to cultivate a taste for beer 
in millions. of. young men who 
will eventually constitute the 
largest beer-consuming section 
of‘ our population.” 

And they were right! Nothing 

seems to be plainer than that. we 

are all out for the brewers and 
distillers. Every large industry in 
this country has been curtailed ex- 
cept the liquor industry. Cameras, 
radio sets, and firearms in ‘the pos- 
session of aliens, about which we 
have been making such a fuss, 
might do some harm to our war 
effort, but how insignificant com- 
pared with the liquor interest which 
is not only not hindered by actually 
encouraged! Housewives are being 
rationed in sugar, but alcohol is 

‘still being made from sugar or mo- 

lasses. The beer and whiskey 

trucks have tire priority, the milk 

a] delivery trucks have not. Babies in 

ae the home can be deprived of milk 
a: and sugar, but the distillers go 

blithely on their way, the favored 
children of Washington. Nothing 
shows more clearly liquor’s favored 
position than its exemption from 
the provisions of the Federal Food, 

Drug and Cosmetic Act. 

On December 31, 1941, there 

were over 511,000,000 gallons of 

isky § stocked in warehouses in 
this country, a five years’ supply. 

This could readily be redistilled to 

‘produce alcohol for the manufac- 

ture of munitions, but so far not 

one gallon has been touched for 
this purpose. We are sacrificing our 
energy and resources to build ships, 
for this is now our greatest need. 

Why ships? Well for one thing, to 

send grain to Great Britain to be 

returned to us as Scotch whisky. 

Are we insane?

war. What are they? First, the 
health of the people; second, the 

‘wealth of the people, and third, the 

morale of the people. Let us look 

at them. — 


Alcohol and Health 


Health. One medical authority in 
this country lists our five most se- 
rious health problems as: alcohol, 
tuberculosis, venereal disease, can- 
cer, and heart troubles — and he 
places alcohol first. Isn’t that some- 
what extreme? Not at all! One of 
our large insurance companies re- 
: ports that during the last decade 
"> -Yejéctions for heavy alcoholic in- 

-  d@ulgence have increased from 12 
per cent-to 34 per cent. One-third 
of insurable men and women who 
are condemned as tnsafe risks for 
insurance, are rejected because of 
- drink. From 1932 to 1936, the first 
_ four years of Repeal, rejections by 
- one company on account of drink- 
ar ing increased 35 per cent. Insur- 
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ment of the use of beverage alco-| 


ance companies are hard-boiled 
business institutions, and can’t. af- 
ford to make. mistakes, 


But this is not-all; alcohol is not 
only a serious problem in its own 
fac.or to zZ other major health prob- 
lems are aggravated by it. For 
years we have known tnat tuber- 
culosis is made more dangerous by 
the use of alcohol, and some pnysi- 
clans say that as many as vv per 
cent of venereal infections are con- 
tracted when under the intiluence of 
alcohol. The New York State Liq- 
uor Authority -has said, ‘““the more 
aicohol, the more syphilis.” 


Alcohol is a serious contributing 
to two other major heaith prop- 
lems; insanity and accidents. bsy- 
chiatrists are much . concerned 
about the increasing burden which 
insanity is placing upon the per- 
sonnel and finances of this country. 
More beds are occupied for insane 
patients than for ail others com- 
bined. Dr. Dayton, working for the 
Rockefeller }k'oundation, reported 
that 20 per cent of the mental pa- 
tients of the United States are al- 
coholics. In some cities and some 
States the percentage-is much high- 
er. Forty per cent of the admis- 
sions to bellevue are alcoholics; 
32% of the male admissions in 
Massachusetts are connected with 
alcoholism and the percentage of 
such female cases is rapidly in- 
creasing. In California, 33 per cent 
of admissions to their seven mental 
institutions are alcoholic cases. 
Mental diseases, due to alcoholism, 
are steadily increasing to the high- 
est peak in the history of this 
country. 


One need scarcely mention the 
matter of alcohol and accidents, es- 
pecially automobile accidents. The 
matter has become so serious, that 
even the distillers and brewers, 
afraid it may interfere with their 
business, are advertising and ad- 
vising against driving atter drink- 
ing. Forty thousand persons are 
kilied and a million and one-half 
injured every year in the United 
States by automobile accidents, 
and the percentage caused by 
drinking is estimated anywhere 
from 40 per cent of these down. We 
‘do know that the number of deaths 
and accidents varies from year to 
year with the amount of alcoholic 
beverages consumed, In this situa- 
tion it is not a matter of a single 
individual’s being drunk and unfit 
for duty; this is a mechanized war 
and men must handle airplanes, 
Ships, tanks, trucks, and jeeps. It 
is not only the life of one man that 
is in jeopardy, but the lives of 
hundreds of others depend upon his 
clear head and unclouded judg- 
ment. - 


No other poison causes so many 
deaths as ethyl alcohol. It is more 
deadiy than morphine, cocaine, or 
heroin, or all combined. Alcohol 
causes more deaths than any one 
of the thirty-one infectious dis- 
eases, some of which in the. past 
have assumed the proportions of 
plagues. How inhuman and barbar- 
ous we should consider the Japs 
if they distributed typhoid or tuber- 
culosis germs among our armies, 
yet we license men to distribute al- 
coholic beverages to our soldiers, 
and even to distribute them in their 
camps. 

Resistance to any disease is de- 
pendent upon good nutrition, and 
no sane physician would train a 
man on alcohol. Since the repeal 
of the Eighteenth Amendment, beer 
for the parents has been substitut- 
ed for milk for the children. The 
first year of Repeal, milk consump- 
tion in the United States dropped 
87,000,000 quarts, the second year 
59,000,000 quarts, and the third 
year 69,000,000. 

The case against alcohol medi- 


cally and socially is just as strong 
and just as clear as athe case 


|against opium. The discontinuance 


of alcohol as a beverage would be 
the greatest advance in public 
health since the application of the 
bacteriological origin of disease. 
The insidiousness of its attack 
makes alcohol the more dangerous, 
and when 30 per cent of the drink- 
ers become addicts we cannot af- 
ford to trifle with it. Nature un- 
relentingly presents her bill. 

If the nation is to specialize in 
public health, and we really mean 
it, the first step is clearly indicat- 
ed. If our soldiers are to be physi- 
cally fit that step becomes not onl

Alcohol and Money 


Money. Macauley said at one 
time: “mven the law of gravitation 
would be brought into dispute were 
there @& pecuniary interest in- 
voived.” Nothing shows the truth 
of this statement more clearly than 
the liquor traffic. This trarfic is 
concerned with money on one side 
and on the other with the health 
and lives of men, their moral and 
their social standing, the food and 


still very much alive. Not long ago 
one authority said that there were 
one hundred illegal distillers to ev- 
ery legal one. The government has 
licensed about a half-million places 
to sell liquor and there are tens of 
thousands unlicensed. The federal 
expense for trying to curb boot- 
legging is far in excess of what it 
was during prohibition. Nevada, 
with one legal liquor dispensary 
for every ninety-four persons, is 
our most drunken state, consuming 
over 23.5 gallons of alcoholic bev- 
erages per person per year. 

When sugar is being rationed 
and grain is wanted by a starving 
world, it is noteworthy to observe 
that in 1940, 2,000,000 tons of grain 
were used for alcoholic beverages, 
and over 4,000,000 gallons of mo-

piness of their family life, their in- 
teliectual integrity, and their con- 
tribution to their country in time 
of peril. When stated thus baldly 
it hardly seems possible that one 
man could be found who woud 
gamble with the human lives and 
interests of his fellows to that ex- 
tent, but there are such, and not 
all among the lowest classes, ei- 
ther. 


The story of the repeal of the 
Eighteenth Amendment in this 
country is about as sordid a tale as 
besmirches the pages of the his- 
tory of any country at any time. 
By it, faith in one’s fellow-men is 
rudely shattered, and our reliance 
in men of big business has re- 
ceived a severe shock. Fortunately 
only a portion of them were in- 
volved, it seems that about two 
hundred and fifty of this country’s 
prominent capitalists opposed the 
enforcement of federal laws and 
openly rejoiced in the success of 
crime and’ lawlessness, coerced if 
they did not bribe legislators, dis- 
tributed an unlimited amount of 
propaganda which proved to. be 
false, made promises which they 
knew they were unable to fulfill, 
in order to bring back a liquor 
business the taxes on which they 
thought would relieve them of their 
income taxes. One of them testi- 
fied in a congressional hearing that 
‘“‘a tax on beer would save one of 
my companies $10,000,000 a year.” 
By comparison with this, Judas Is- 
cariot, who sold his Lord for thirty 
pieces of silver, was a mere unso- 
phisticated novice and Benedict Ar- 
nold was a loyal patriot. 

Of course, this dream was never 
realized. The promises they made 
to each other were as wild and as 
undependable as the promises they 
made to the public. Liquor profits, 
except to the manufacturers and 
dealers, are always wraithlike 
phantoms. The tax income prom- 


ised for beer alone was $1,000,000,- 


000. It has never reached that for 
all alcoholic beverages, but let us 
take that figure for a round num- 
ber — this the total on the in- 
come side. What about the debit 
side which is not so loudly adver- 
tised ? 

The American se pay to the 
liquor dealers $4,000,000,000 a year 
for legal alcoholic beverages. Some 
authorities estimate that nearly as 
much is paid for illegal liquor. Let 
us be conservative and place the 
total at $5,000,000,000. The liquor 
dealers collect revenues from their 
customers and leave society to care 
for the results. Dr. H. M. Pollock, 
mental hygiene statistician for the 
New York State department of 
health, estimates that the econom- 
ic loss to the nation of those who 
have indulged in alcohol sufficient- 
ly to be arrested for intoxication 


is over $5,000,000,000 annually. In: 


addition to this one group and this 
one item, are the economic loss of 
the larger group who drink and 
are not arrested, the extra cost for 
the police, the jails, the prisons, 
the courts, the insane asylums, the 
hospitals, the accidents, the alcohol- 
induced diseases, the alcohol-in- 
duced crimes, further reckoned at 
an additional $5,000,000,000 annu- 
ally. These three items, all con- 
servatively estimated, total $15,- 
000,000,000 a year of the nation’s 
wealth. This estimate is nearly half 
the cost of the last war to us, and 
is about a quarter as much as we 
are spending yearly for this war. 
This is spent to collect $1,000,000,- 
000 in taxes—pretty expensive tax- 
es, aren’t they? This kind of fi- 
nancing reminds one of the man 
who paid two dollars for a hog, fed 
him ten dollars worth of corn, and 
sold him for five dollars. He mdde 


y; money on the hog but lost on the

The third item, which has almost, 
if not quite, taken on the form of 
a scandal, is the liquor advertising 
offered to every magazine and 
newspaper which will accept it. 
For this the distillers and brew- 
ers spend at least $25,000,000 year- 
ly, considered generally as a po- 
lite form of bribe to stifle any op- 
position which an editorial policy 
might dictate. There are still prom- 
inent magazines and newspapers 
which have not been for sale. 


The liquor traffic is one of our 
most serious financial problems. 


uor yearly, $5,000,000,000, is about 
twice as much as we spend for ed- 
ucation of all kinds for all the peo- 
ple in the United States, including 
Alaska. If there had to be a choice 
made between national sobriety and 
national revenue, every patriot 
would choose the former, but hap- 
pily they. are both pulling in the 
same direction. 

But what has this to do with the 
war? Very much, according to the 
Washington authorities. Every 
newspaper, every radio announce- 
ment, every poster and handbill, ev- 
ery civilian defense speaker empha- 
sizes the need for money to win the 
war. We are even taking the pen- 
nies from the children in the kind- 
ergarten to buy stamps, but at the 
same time we are permitting a 
waste of $15,000,000,000 a year, 
which contributes only to ineffi- 
ciency and degeneration and de- 
struction. - 


Alcohol and Morale : 

Morale. President Roosevelt, in 
his message of May 27, 1941, used 
these words: “Defense today 
means more than fighting. It means 
morale, civilian as well as mili- 
tary.” Is “Dutch courage” our ideal 
of morale for an American? Is a 
drunken man our pattern for ar- 
my or civilian morale? Do we wish 
to repeat France’s mistake, when 
Petain’s only excuse for the col- 
lapse in French morale was that 
the soldiers were drunk? Hitler’s 
youth are forbidden to drink; Ja- 
pan, some time ago, decreased the 
manufacture of alcoholic beverages 
50 per cent; Russia also has great- 
ly decreased the manufacture and 
distribution of alcoholic beverages. 
On the other hand, Germany is 
making alcohol available to the 
captive’ nations it wishes to de- 
stroy, as Japan is distributing opi- 
um among the Chinese. When we 
provide unlimited alcoholic bev- 
erages for our soldiers as well as 
for our civilians, and when drunk- 
en soldiers and drunken civilians 
are both common spectacles, does 
it not seem as though we had our 
wires crossed? 

There. are those who say, “A 
man should know when he’s had 
enough.” In reply there are two 
things to be said: in the first place, 
some people when they’ve had 
enough do not know anything; in 
the second place, when a man has 
had a drink he is not a good judge 
of when he’s had enough, and the

there, must also be made by the 
same perfect power of God. No one 
but the omnipotent (all powerful) 
God can save a soul, and make him 
a fit subject for heaven. “We are 
His workmanship, created in 
Christ” (lkiph. 2:1U). Salvation is a 
work of God for man, and not a 
work of man for God. “Salvation 
belongeth unto the Lord” (Ps. 3: 
8). “kor the Son of Man is come 
to seek and to save that which is 
lost” (Luke 19:10). Salvaton re- 
quires divine forgiveness, and no 
one but God can torgive sin. ‘‘Who 
can forgive sins, but God alone?”’ 
(Luke 5:21). And, furthermore, 
when God forgives, who is there 
that can revoke his forgiveness? 
“Who shall lay anything to the 
charge of God’s elect? It is God 
that justifieth” (Rom. 8:33). Since 
I want to spend eternity with God, 
I am glad that He will do the jus- 
tifying; then I know that there 
will be no revoking of my eternal 
state with him. 


All Men Are in Need of Salvation 


“Why does God have to save me? 
I have not committed such great 
sins that I cannot get to heaven!” 
These are the sad words I have 
heard from hundreds of lips. It 
may. be true that you have not 
committed such sins as man calls 
great, but with God there is no 
classification of sin. “For whoso- 
ever shall keep the whole law, and 
yet offend in one point is guilty of 
all” (James 2:10). “For all have 
sinned and come short of the GLO- 
RY OF GOD (HEAVEN) (Rom. 
3:23). “If we say that we have no 
sin we deceive ourselves, and the 
truth is not in us’ (I John 1:8). 
When Adam sinned, he took all hu- 
manity down with him. ‘“Where- 
fore, as by one man sin entered 
into the world, and death by sin; 
and so death passed UPON ALL 
MEN, for all have sinned” (Rom. 
5:12). Like begets like, and there 
is no exception possible. ‘‘That 
which is born of the flesh is flesh’’ 
(John 3:6). “For he that soweth 
to his flesh shall of the flesh reap 
corruption” (Gal. 6:8). 

There is therefore no other con- 
clusion, but that all are in need of 
salvation. “All we like sheep have 
gone astray; we have turned every 
one to his own way; and the Lord 


hath laid on Him the iniquity of 
us all” (Isa. 53:6). “What then? 
Are we better than .they? No, in 
no wise; for we have before proved 
both Jews and Gentiles, that they 
are ALL under sin: as it is written, 
There is NONE righteous, NO, 
NOT ONE; there is NONE that 
understandeth, there is NONE that 
seeketh after God. They are ALL 
gone out of the way, they are to- 
gether become unprofitable; there 


is NONE that doeth good, NO, 
NOT one!” (Rom. 3:9-1z). 

This I believe answers the ques- 
tion so often asked. How bad must 
1 be before I am lost? Thus with- 
out leaving any doubt, we find that 
ali are lost. “trie that believeth on 
Him is not condemned; but he that 
believeth not is condemned asready, 
because he hath not believed in tne 
name of the only begotten Son or 
God” (John 3:13). 


God Moves to Save Man 


When it comes to salvation, God 
made the first move and has been 
making all the moves since. Man 
is hopelessly lost and without God; 
but God, because of His love for 
man, makes salvation possible. 

First: “The wages of sin is 
death” (Rom, 6:23). This extreme 
penalty for sin was announced to 
man before sin was known to him. 
“But of the tree of the knowledge 
of good and evil, thou shalt not 
eat of it; FOR THE DAY THOU 
HATHST THEREOF THOU 
SHALT SURELY DIE” (Gen. 2: 
17). God cannot treat sin other- 
wise. His perfect righteousness de- 
mands it. ‘‘Without the shedding of 
bleod is no- remission” (of sins) 
(Heb. 9:22). 


second: BUT GOD in His in- 
finite love, proyides the penalty 
Himself. “BUT GOD commendeth 
His love toward us, in that, while 
we were yet sinners, Christ died 
for us” (Rom. 5:8). “God so loved 


the world that He gave His only 


begotten Son that whosoever be- 
lieveth in Him should not perish, 
but have everlasting life’ (John 3: 
16). Christ was sinless and there- 
fore was the only One Who could 
die for another. “For He (God) 
hath made Him (Christ) to be sin 
for us, Who knew no sin; that we 
might be made the righteousness 
of God in Him” (II Cor. 5:21). Our 
sins were thus placed on Him, and 
He died for them. “For. Christ also 
hath once suffered for sins, the just 
for the unjust, that He might bring 
us to God, being put to death in 
the flesh, but quickened (made 
alive) by the Spirit’ (II Peter 3: 
18). “Who His own self bare our 
sins in His own body on the tree, 
that we, being dead to sins, should 
live unto righteousness: by Whose 
stripes ye were healed” (I Peter 
2: 24). 

Third: God brings salvation 
within the reach of all. Faith is 
within reach of all. Poor or rich, 
sick or well, crippled or healthy, il- 
literate or educated—all may come 
to Him in the same manner. All 
must come in the same manner. 
“For without FAITH it is impossi- 
ble to. please Him” (Heb. 11:6). 
“For as many as received (be- 
lieved) Him, to them gave He 
power to become the sons of God, 
even to them that believe on His 
name” (John 1:12).

sponsible for crime, poverty, in- 
sanity, accidents to‘others, shat- 
tered homes, hungry children, dis- 
rupted morals, and countless other 
kinds of social degeneration, can 
never be a mere personal matter, 
and sane people can hardly make 
such a 

If to counterbalance its disas- 
trous effects, alcohol could add one 
jot or tittle of courage, ability, 
skill or manhood, we might be 
willing to sacrifice in order to in- 
crease morale, but unfortunately 
all the results are on one side of 
the ledger, and the effect on morale 
is destructive and annihilating. A 
sober nation with the morale born 
of clear thinking, determination 
and courage, can eventually defeat 
Hitler and the Japs, but a drunken 
nation will travel through the 
Slough of Despond’ to inevitable 
danger of defeat. Hitler or Yama- 
shita ig not our greatest menace; 
if we can defeat the enemy within 
our gates we can look after either 
or both of them. 

If we were not at war, the 
church of Jesus Christ would not 
remain complacent when the 
heaith, the wealth, the morale, the 
morals, and the religious life of 
people are in jeopardy. At the mer- 
cy of every bottle of liquor are hu- 
man values of which the church 


in connection with salvation, is not 
a mere historical fact, but rather 
a receiving faith. ‘““But as many as 
recewed Him, to them gave He 
power to become the sons of God, 
even to them that believe on His 
name” (John 1:12). This is very 
beautifully illustrated in Christ in 
one word as He speaks to John in 
Revelation 3:20: “Behold I stand 
at the door (heart) and knock; if 
any man hear My voice and open 
the door I will come in.” 

This faith also speaks of trust. 
What must I then believe? Having 
realized that we are lost because ot 
sin (great or small), we see Christ 
become sin for us. That is, He was 
made the sinner in my place and 
then died for my sin. ‘“‘Who was de- 
livered for our offences.” He did 
not remain dead, but....“was 
raised again for our justification”’ 
(Rom. 4:25). Christ, Who became 
sin for me, could never have gone 
back to God and heaven, as long 
as He was considered the sinner 
in my place, for sin cannot enter 
there. He completely satisfied the 
wrath of God for this sin, and toek 
it away, so that God ‘could raise 
Him from the dead and take Him 
back into heaven. Thus, I know 
that my sins are taken away and 
will not be brought before God 
again. “And their sins and ini- 
quities will I remember no more” 
(Heb, 10:17). Now then do you 
believe this? Then let us look at it 
from another angle and get more 
light on the matter. 

CONFESS: “IF we confess our 
sins, He is faithful and just to for- 
give us our sins” (I John 1:9). The 
word confess means to admit. Will 
you admit that you have. sinned? 
As mentioned before, even the 
thought of foolishness is sin (Prov. 
24:9). All God is asking is that 
you will admit that you have 
sinned, and He will, that very mo- 
ment, forgive it. For the penalty 
is already paid. God cannot forgive 
that which you will not admit. SO 
ADMIT IT. And the moment that 
is done on your part, your sins are 
forgiven. BELIEVE THIS, because 
He (GOD) said it was so. 

Thus by confession you get rid of 
sin, and by letting Him into your 
heart you receive new life.. Read 
I John 1:9 and Revelation 3:20 or 
John 1:12; act upon their condi- 
tions, and receive their promise in 
faith believing. That is eternal life. 

REPENT: But what about re- 
pentance you say? Must I not re- 
pent? When you have done the 
previous mentioned things you are 
repenting. For repentance means 
“change of mind” or, as we say, 


1 “turn about face.” Therefore check 


upon the following points. 


1. Do you recognize that God is 
so holy that no sin can enter 
heaven and that God is re- 
quired to punish sin? If so, you 
have repented (changed your 
mind) toward God. 

2. Do you see yourself as a con- 
demned sinner worthy of eter- 
nal death? If so, then you 


have por yg cory renee your 


is supposed to be the guardian. Are 
we no longer intefested in these? 
Have we abdicated as the heralds 
of salvation and joined the forces 
of destruction? kor just what do 
you, aS a member of a Baptist 
church, stand, anyway? 

The booze advertisers are now 
picturing John MBarieycorn in a 
dress suit, and you are too dumb 
to see that under his guise he’s the 
Same old fellow. The liquor inter- 
ests have finally made drinking 
fashionable and, of course, you 
must be fashionable, Mrs. Jones 
Serves cocktails, then you must; 
and when you, a church member, 
follow her, Mrs. Jones laughs at 
you. The liquor people try to make 
you think that it is bad taste for 
church people to. say anything | 
against liquor — it just isn’t done, 
you know. If the minister shoula 
mention it from the pulpit, he’d no 
longer be welcome at the club. Let 
us quit making excuses for being 
dry, we’ve nothing to apologize for 
— throw the wets on the derensive, 
where they belong. Being a dry is 
the thing of which I’m most proud, 
and when I associate with drys l 
am associating with people who are 
willing to sacrifice much for the 
good of the community and the 
country. 

But-we are at war! We are fac- 
ing not only a moral emergency 
but a national one as well. Let us 
act grown-up and reasonable and 
insist that the nation shall do the 
same. The District of Columbia 
drinks four times as much spirits 
per person as the nation as a whole 
and more than any other state or 
territory. Sometimes I have sus- 
pected that. Is it not about time 
that we let our Congressmen know 
that if that is what Congress 
stands for, that is not what the na- 
tion as a whole stands for, and not 
what the members of the Baptist 
churches stand for. Let us insist 
that the military camps be cleaned 
up and the authority of the Army 
and Navy be used to clean up ad- 
jacent territory; let us insist that 
we go all out for this war and that 
the liquor interests be no longer 
the pet of our National Govern- 
ment. Let us insist that our repre- 
sentatives represent us and not the 
liquor interests, and that govern- 


‘ment control of liquor means the 


control of the liquor interests by 
Congress and not the control of 
Congress by the liquor interests. 


~Baptists have always been pa- 
triotic and loyal — we still are. We 
say to the President and Congress 
that we will give our money, we 
will give our time, we will give 
our thought, we will make every 
sacrifice; we will give our sons and 
we will give ourselves in order that 
this war may be fought to a suc- 
cessful conclusion. But we insist 
that when our sons go into camp, 
these camps be no longer recruit- 
ing centers for beer interests and 
liquor dealers, but that they be 
clean and wholesome, in order that 
our boys may give their best to 
their country; and, if in the provi- 
dence of God they are called to fill 
a hero's grave, that they may go 
down to that end with a clean 
breath and a clear- head as befits 
the men fighting in a righteous 
cause for a self-respecting nation.

man subject to. like passions as we 
are.” We are of the impression 
that men whom God has greatly 
used area different sort of people 
than the average run of us; that 
they are so removed from the 
temptations or trials, the perplexi- 
ties and problems of life, as to be 
altogether or almost, at least, of 
a different kind of human being. 
Note, it is emphasized that Elijah 
was as we are. He was a human 
being. We should not use the word 
“ordinary” lest we misunderstand 
it. He was an extraordinary person 
in his devotion to God, in his de- 
sire for godliness and for God’s 
glory; but he was one like unto us 
in every respect. He prayed ear- 
nestly; and as a result of his 
prayer, first of all, there had come 
this judgment of drought upon his 
people. Now he had come to the 
position of understanding it was 
time for God to send rain upon 
his people. Undoubtedly, that is the 
case because he believes that idol- 
atry has been judged in Israel, that 
God has vindicated His own glory; 
and’ therefore he can say, as we 
read in verse 41, “there is sound 
of abundance of rain.” 

The immediate lesson that »we 


you will have feeling. Therefore, 
stick to that which we have in the 
Word of God. 

Many people feel different after 
they are saved. But this feeling 
didn’t save them, They felt differ- 
ent because they believed God con- 
cerning salvation. But I say again, 
not every one will feel different. 
That is not promised. It is merely 
the talk of man. My friend you are 
saved the moment you believe 
God’s Word as mentioned before. 
Now forget the matter of feeling. 
Feelings are fine if they come, but 
do not expect them and depend on 
them. Satan, as well as God, may 
control them. 


What About Works? 


WORKS ARE THE RESULT OF 
SALVATION AND NOT THE 
MEANS TO SALVATION. “We 
are His” workmanship, created in 
Christ Jesus, UNTO GOOD 
WORKS” (Eph. 2:10). That which 
is still dead to God cannot work 
for God. Therefore it is concluded 
that mo man can:save himself by 
his good works. “Not by works of 
righteousness which we have done, 
but according to His mercy He 
saved us, by the washing of re- 
generation, and the renewing of 
the Holy Ghost” (Titus 3:5). “For 
by grace are we saved through 
faith; and that not of yourselves; 
it is the gift of God. NOT OF 
WORKS, lest any man _ should 
boast” (Eph, 2:8-9). 


Some of the First Things God 
Expects of a Saved Person 


1. THANKSGIVING: “Giving 
thanks ‘always for all things unto 
God and the Father in the name of 
our Lord Jesus Christ’ (Eph. 5: 
20). 

2. CONFESSION OF CHRIST: 
“That if thou shalt confess with 
thy mouth the Lord Jesus, (that 
Jesus is Lord) and shalt believe 
in thine heart that God hath raised 
Him from the dead thou shalt be 
saved. For with the heart man be- 
lieveth unto righteousness; and 
with the mouth confession is made 
unto salvation” (Rom. 10:9-10). 

This confession is expected to be 
made by means of baptism as well 
as with the mouth. Baptism is not 
a means to salvation, but a con- 
fession that salvation has taken 
place. John. the Baptist demanded 
a show of repentante on the part 
of the people before he would bap- 
tize them. Baptism was a sign that 
they had repented, It is, therefore, 
a confeatcix ta to the world that sal- 
vation has taken place. 

Don’t put it off dear soul. Accept 
Christ now. Sign this confession 
and mail it to us: 

I realize that I have sinned, and 
deserve the judgment of God for 
my sin. But, I also have come to 
-see that Christ has died for my sin. 
I, therefore, accept Christ as my

should first of all apply to our- 
selves might be this question: 
we pray? We believe in prayer, we 
have read about prayer, now and 
then we meet someone who im- 
presses us not by his outward de- 
meanor or by any kind of boasting, 
but because of an inward spiritual 
dynamic which shows that here is 
a@ person who prays. One may be in 
a strange group of people, as not 
infrequently I have been; and with- 
out difficulty one can ascertain the 
degree of intimacy that those who 
pray have with the Mercy Seat, 
whether they are frequently there 
or whether they are almost total 
strangers thereto. 


To be men and women of prayer, 
we have need in this busy and hur- 
ried day in which we live to make 
an effort in that regard. You can 
say, “Well, I wish I knew more 
about prayer.” Well, it will require 
effort on your part. There-are many 
subjects taught in this college, and 
for you to acquire a mastery of any 
one you would of necessity have to 
apply yourself. You may have 
more natural ability in language, 
shall we say, than in some other 
subject or than some other person 
has. Nevertheless if you have the 
persuasion because with some de- 
gree of ease you can acquire a lan- 
guage or some knowledge of math- 
ematics, you therefore have little 
need of applying yourself, it is an 
indication of the shallowness of 
your understanding. Out beyond 
what you immediately reach in 
your classes there is a great sea of 
knowledge to be obtained. That is 
true in prayer, in the school of 
prayer, for we might add that qual- 
ification. There is much to be 
learned, and we must apply our- 
selves to spiritual exercise of the 
secret place that we might learn 
to pray effectively as did Elijah. 


This is one of. the most stirring 
pictures of prayer that we have 
in all of the Scriptures. An individ- 
ual is so bowed before his God as 
to lie almost prostrate upon the 
ground with his face between his 
kness, and thus is making inter- 
cession for his people. “Why did 
he thus pray?” we might ask our- 
selves. I wonder whether there is 
not a very real relationship be- 
tween his prayer and the fact that 
he had said more than three years 
before this time that there would 
not be rain except according to his 
word. We have in the seventeenth 
chapter and first verse, the abrupt 
peremptory statement made by 
Elijah unto Ahab upon God’s au- 
thority, there would not be rain 
except upon Elijah’s word. Now 
we read in. our lesson this morning 
in verse forty-one that Elijah did 
say, “Now there is sound of abun- 
dance of rain.” Might not there- 
fore Elijah have gone with Ahab, 
folded his arms, sat down to rest 
after the exertions of the day, and 
said, “After all, now, why should 
we pray, since God has said to me 
there is to be rain?” Prayer brings 
about its answer in response to the 
cry which is made. 


By way of iflustration, in the 
9th chapter of Daniel, we read that 


the prophet Daniel, going about his 
accustomed duties in the court of 
Babylon, had read the writings of 
Jeremiah and understood that there 
would be seventy years of cCap- 
tivity for his people. He. under- 
stood by the chronology that these 
years were almost complete. There- 
fore, we might reason he would 
say, ‘Well, let us now prepare to 
leave the land, because the hour is 
at hand.” Rather, almost all of 
the ninth chapter gives to us the 
record of Daniel’s earnest and fer- 
vent intercession in behalf of his 
people, because he believed that 
God was about to deliver His peo- 
plé from the Chaldeans. He set 
himself to pray. So it is with Eli- 
jah. Utterly persuaded that God 
will bring rain on that very day, 
he sets himself to pray and to be- 
lieve that God will do that. 


Notice also that in prayer we 
have not only intercession or sup- 
plication, but we also have watch- 
ing thereunto, as we are told in 
the sixth chapter of Ephesians. We 
are to pray with all prayer and 
supplication in the Spirit for all 
saints and watching thereunto with 
all perseverance and supplication. 
That corresponds to Psalm 37:5, 
which so often I quote for you, 
“Commit thy way unto the Lord; 
trust also in him; and he shall 
bring it to pass.” One part is 
prayer, the other part is watching 
thereunto to see what God will do. 


In that regard I want to draw a 
two-fold lesson out of this experi- 


occasions when answer to prayer is 
Do} immediate and is directly related 


to the prayer itself. On the lofty 
height of Mt. Carmel, Elijah prayed 
that God would now send rain and 
he would send it this day before 
the setting of the sun. God heard 
and answered the prayer of Elijah. 
immediately, with a definite rela- 
tionship as to timé and place, so 
there could be no misunderstand- 
ing of that. It is true God often- 
times is pleased thus to answer the 
earnest petitions of His people, but 
not necessarily always so. Hidden 
underneath these words, perhaps 
hidden at first sight at least, there 
is another lesson about answered 
prayer. It may be, I say, on imme- 
diate answer to prayer, but not 
necessarily so. Because the answer 
is remote, therefore sometimes we 
do not see the relationship between 
prayer and its answer. 

We have here no outward expres- 
sion of what I believe to be the ear- 
nest intercession, in fact, the point 
of Elijah’s prayer: it was that God 
would destroy idolatry out of Isra- 
el It was in line with that thought 
when God God had vindicated the 
prophetic office of Elijah and had 
confounded the prophets of Baal, 
that Elijah said to the people: 
“Now shall we begin to destroy 
Baal worship out of Israel. Be- 
gin here with these four hun- 
dred and fifty priests.” There were, 
or course, many others besides 
them. I believe that Elijah was 
firmly persuaded that the hour had 
struck for the destruction of Baal 
worship out of Israel. I am also 
persuaded that on the morrow 
when he was in the capital city of 
Samaria, again at Jezreel, and saw 
the anger and antipathy of Jeze- 
bel, he felt how powerless he was 
against the real heart of Baal wor- 
ship. Therefore ‘he went out in the 
wilderness and wished he were 
dead. 

Now we come to the question: 
did not God answer Elijah’s prayer 
relative to the destruction of the 
worship of Baal? If we read far 
enough in our Bibles and carefully 
enough, we will find that prayers 
are answered remotely as well as 
immediately. As far as the rain is 
concerned, that came at once; as 
far as the destruction of Baal wor- 
ship was concerned, that was post- 
poned about 30 years. But the sto- 
ry of it you will find in the tenth 
chapter of II Kings. After the min- 
istry of Elijah had been completed 
and Elisha had taken his place, 
there came in the providence of 
God to the kingdom of Israel a new 
king, Jehu by name. We read in the 
twenty-eighth verse of the tenth 
chapter of It Kings, ‘Thus Jehu de- 
stroyed Baal out of Israel.” 


God answers prayer. It may be 
before noon or it may be, if our 
Lord tarry, thirty years from now. 
I don’t know — God knows. But 
we should have the persuasion out 
of this story of Elijah, that the 
effectual fervent prayer of a right- 
eous man availeth much.

comes the vital, living Lite of God 
Himself; and that the moment you 
receive Jesus Christ into your 
heart, you possess’ that Eternal 
Life, without which you must per- 
ish; for “he that hath the Son 
hath life, and he that hath not the 
Son of God hath not Life.” Chris- 
tianity does not consist in outward 
form and ceremony; it has to do 
with the heart. It is an inner ex- 
perience. “As many as received 
Him, to them gave He power to be- 
come the sons of God, even to them 
that believe on His name” (John 
1:12). It is a case of receiving a 
Person — the Lord Jesus Christ. 
Oh, then, let me beseech you to 
believe the Message, open the door 
of your heart to Jesus, and let 
Him come in! He is waiting even 
now to enter. Yea! He is pieading 
for admission. Listen! Behold, I 
stand at the door, and knock: if 
any man hear My voice, and open 
the door, I will come in” (Rev. 3: 
20). Can you resist Him? Would 
you keep Him standing longer out- 
side? Can you bear to hear Him 
knocking and still not open the 
door? Will you not do your part? 
He will not force you. And remem- 
ber, the handle is on the inside on- 
ly, on your side, and you must 
open the door. The moment you do 
that He will enter, ‘I will come in,”’ 
He declares. Will you let Him in? 
Oh, my friend, come, close in 
with the offer of mercy before it is 
forever too late! The issue-is now 
clear. It is hetween you and Christ. 
Will you accept, or will you reject ? 
Take Jesus and Eternal Life will 
be yours. Oh, what a Gift! What a 
plan! “How shall we escape if we 
neglect so great Salvation” (Heb.
